Deep or Shall«rw 


The great difforeace of opinion which 


c^nsts us to the proper depth to plow 
land is caused mainly by the fact that 
no rules can be- laid down that will 
applv to all soils, tho fact is, no-two 
liolJs. are alike, tlierctoro every field 
must be judged by jtsclf, hence theim- 
portance of always having the plow 
o-uided by n hand that is contcolled by 
fnlelli rence 
There ore' some general 


punciplcs which, if the farrnar would 
make himself familiar with, he would 
bo able to judge more coirectly as to 
what depth each lot of land should be 
plowed 
It is well to ever keep m 


mind tho fact that nature putsithc rich- 
est soil at tho top, and giaduaUy it»- 
crcuscs tho depth of tho richness by 
nddmg to tho surface. Man, being im- 
patient at nature's slow ways, takes tbo 
work Into liia own h.uids and attempts 
to- do m ono year what it would require 
nature hundreds of years toxlo, he does 
not adopt natuic's-method, but instead 
'placioo- the richness on tho surface, he 
puts tlTe plow in and turns tho surface 
undcrand at the- same time mixes with 
the eon somo fertilising material, the 
result ol this nt first is toonako- the 
uppei poition. of tho soil pooler than 
before, so that by thus deepening*hc 
soil it is done partially at the expense of 
tho surface richness 
It must bo evident to every thonght- 


'lul person that in our offoits to deepen 
the soil we- ought, if possible, to avoid 
doin" it at tho cxrpenso of the surface, 
but should cndtvxvoi to increase its 
richness i.xtlier than diminish it. To 
do this tho plow should bo inn only a 
trifle- below tho soil mado iich b> na- 
ture, or bv tho application of fertiliyers. 
To attempt to deopen a soil more than 
two inches o. year w to attempt what, as 
.t iiilo, will piove to be an injury to the 
crop, unlcbs the first six inches of tho 
soil has been mode very rich by previ- 
ous heavy dicssrngs of manure 
A soil 


that has but u lew inches on the sufaco 
that is rich enough for plant growth, 
should bo plowed •very shallow 
and 


doept nod but very little at lirst, if it is 
expected to get even ft fair crop, but 
liudtliit u, already veiy rich to the 
depth of more than BL\ inches, may bo 
plow cd quite deep, not only with salcty. 
hut to advantage 
Much depends on 


tho condition ol the-land and on what 
tho f aimer desires to 'o, if he does not 
caio to enrich his land beyond what its 
present conditions ,he will not attempt 
to plow tho enriched soil, whatever may 
b( its drplh.-but if his aim'is lo get his 
lixrm ma better condition, he will not 
och apply moroinamnc than his crop 
icquircd, but he v. ill albO plow a little 
decpci each >oar 


Tho gioat mistake,is often maelo by 


plowing a light soil eight ortenioxhes 
deep, when tho depth of tbo aoil rich 
enough for plant growth "Is not more 
than foxn inches, tho result of such 
opciationis to turaiour to BIX inches ol 
dead f-oil to thotop, where tho roots of 
t he \ ouug plants are expected to get their 
tooel and to biny.ill of the prcpaicd 
plant tood below whore it will bo umted

not been plowed more than live inches

Even a libeial application of

A Marvelous Tale of Crime, Collusion and 


Matrimony—What Men Will Do . 


. for Love. 


The Old Adage "Murder Will Out" Once' 


' More Verified in a Most Sin- 


gular Manner. 


WHEELING, W. VA., June 1C.—In tho, 


latter part of August, 1878, the house of 
Geo. Williams, in Koane County, was 
robbed and burned to hide tho crime. 
The family were at church at the time. 
No arrests were made as no clew 
was found. 
On the first day of Sep- 


tember of the same year Peter Cook, 
Special Constable, went to the neigh- 
borhood to look Into the matter, and^ne- 
malned several days. Before IcavlngTie 
said that he had found the guilty parties. 
Two days afterward the dead body ol 
Cook was found in a little-frequented 
mountain road. Efforts were made to 
find tho murderers, but they proved un- 
successful. Two years ago two girls 
named Mary and Ellio Lldson were mar- 
ried the same day to E. K. Reynolds and 
Telburn HaU, all of respectable families. 
In due time a child was born to each. 
The mothers took their children tochurch. 
Both wWo dressed alike. A member of 
Williams' family recognized the goods as 
part of a piece in the house at the time of 
the 
robbery. 
The 
matter 
was re- 


ported to officials, 
when search re- 


vealed 
other 
articles 
taken 
from 


the 
Williams 
family, 
also 
from 


Coott, the murdered man. All tho par- 
ties were arrested. 
Reynolds has made 


tho following confession: "Tho girls 
were engaged to the men, afterwards 
their husbands, at the time of the Williams 
robbery; the girls asked their father for 
money, which was refused, when they 
made up their minds to rob Williams, 
who they hart learned had $50 in the 
house. They did so, and burned the 
house to hide the theft. Their father 
caught them before thoy got away from 
the house, paid Williams S25 In money 
and a horse, and helped rebuild the 
house, to keep matters quiet. 
When 


Cook came into the neighborhood the 
girls confessed to their lovers and asked 
for help. Their father and the two men 
concluded to kill Cook, and did so, put- 
ting the body In the road near a precipice, 
to make believe tbat.bls horse threw him 
off and killed him." 


All three men are under arrest and in 


the Roanc County Jail. Lynching is free- 
ly threatened. No danger is feared by 
the authorities. 


TITE NOOSli TIGII'JMSJfTXG. 


Poor Showing-by the Defendants in tho 
Mt. Palasfel Murdor Trial. 


LINCOLN, ILL., June 1G.—The defense

unparallcd in tho history of the courts of 
this section transpired on Saturday in 
the Court House at Scottsboro, Ala. At 
11 a. m., a jury which was sitting on the 
cose of arson against George Smith, As- 
bury Hughes, George Hughes and John 
Grayson, left the court-room, and at 3 p. 
m. they returned. The four prisoners 
stood up and the foreman announced that 
they had adjudged tho prisouors guilty as

The crime against the doomed men is 
heinous. Tjiey pillaged the house of an 
aged New Eugiauder named Porter, liv- 
ing on Sand Mountain, robbed him of 
over $5,000, and burned the building to 
tho ground, leaving the family exposed 
and shelterless, from the effects of which 
the old man died and his family were left 
destitute. There are ten other prisoners 
charged with capital crimes in the jail nt 
Scottsboro.
